ORDS fail describe the spectacle that took 
place Salina, Kansas, Wednesday even- 
ing, October the opening night the Mid-

sas. There were 200 
Guernsey calf club mem- 
bers and calf club calves 
two rings 
this setting and more 
impressive sight have 
never witnessed. 

few remarks the

ficially opened the pro- 
gram. Hethenintroduced Nathan Jones, the owner 
Jo-Mar Farm, whose vision and energy well 
financial backing has been largely for the 
development this club, which another chapter 
here being related.

All this work that the Indiana 
Condensed Milk Company has done, 
both alone and cooperation with 
other companies and Purdue Uni- 
versity, was planned for one pur- 
pose—the development dairying 
the state Indiana. Some 
the work started with the pur- 
chasing .of few pure bred bulls 
and the forming bull clubs. To- 
day, however,-it can reported 
that since 1921 they have been re- 
sponsible for the placing 725 pure 
bred heifer calves some four 
five counties Indiana.
